GEOGRAPHY 
AND  CLIMATE

Alberta  covers  661,185 
square  kilometres.  The 
province  is  made  up  of 
prairies,  parkland  (mixed 
forests  and  plains),  forests, 
the  mountain  region, 
several  large  bodies  of 
water,  and  numerous 
smaller  lakes,  rivers  and 
streams.  Alberta  is 
Canada's  fourth  largest 
province. 

The  province's  climate  is 
characterized  by  dry  air 
and  temperatures  which 
are  subject  to  great 
variations  in  relation  to 
areas  of  the  province  and 
to  each  of  four  distinct 


seasons.  "Sunny  Alberta" 
receives  more  hours  of 
sunshine  than  any  other 
province  in  Canada. 

Whatever  the  season, 
Alberta  is  perfect  for 
anyone  who  enjoys  the 
outdoors.  The  five  national 
parks  in  Alberta,  Banff, 
Jasper,  Elk  Island, 
Waterton  Lakes  and  Wood 
Buffalo,  cover  a total  of 
49,319  square  kilometres. 
There  are  also  more  than  a 
hundred  provincial  parks 
and  recreation  areas,  as 
well  as  ecological  and 
wilderness  areas,  and  four 
World  Heritage  sites. 
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PEOPLE

Albertans  are  a youthful, 
active,  well-educated 
people.  They  are 
industrious  and  creative, 
and  have  a strong  work 
ethic. 

Just  over  nine  percent  of 
Canada's  population,  some 
2.5  million  people,  live  in 
Alberta. 

The  largest  percentage  of 
the  population  is  under  45 
years  of  age  and  the  labour 
force  participation  rate  is 
72.4  % (1989). 


Most  of  Alberta's 
population  is  located 
between  the  49th  and  54th 
latitudes.  When  compared 
with  central  Europe, 
Calgary  is  situated  close  to 
the  same  latitude  as  Berlin 
and  London,  while 
Edmonton  is  close  to  the 
same  latitude  as  Hamburg 
and  Leeds. 

Census  figures  (1986)  show 
that  79.4  % of  Alberta's 
population  is  located  in 
urban  centres,  while  20.6% 
is  in  rural  areas.
